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of humus Is stable mamu'e contaiulug 
both the liquid and the solid excre- 
ment, especially when the stock is 
fed on rich nitrogenous foods. Even a j 
poor quality of barnyard manure 
which has had much of the plant food < 
leached out of It has a considerable j 
value because of the humus it makes. ^ 
Another cheap and valuable source 
of humus, but one which must be used ' 
undcrstandingly, Is crops growp td I 
turn under as manure. The legumes ( 
are especially valuable for this pirn- 
pose because of the nitrogen they con- 1 
tain, but other crops, such as rye and ( 
even corn sown thick, may sometimes < 
be made to supply large quantities Vf , 
humus of fair quality. Crops thus ’ 
used are called green manures. 1 

A proper circulation of air in the soil 
is just as important as any other fac- 
tor of plant growth. Nearly half of thd 
volume of ordinary soils is occupied ‘ 
by air spaces. Plant roots must be 
supplied with air, and the soil must be i 
porous enough to permit of free circu- 
lation. A good supply of humus and 
proper tillage will accomplish tills re- ; 
suit in clay soils. Sandy soils are usu- | 
ally too porous, needing humus to help 
them retain water. 

Another reason why air must circu- 
late freely in the soil is that large , 
quantities of oxygen are required to in- 
sure proper decay of organic matter to ’ 
supply plant food. Also carbonic acid I 
gas is produced by the decay of or- 
ganic matter, and this must escape eas- 
ily to muko room for the atmospheric ' 
oxygen needed in tho soil. One of the I 
most imiiortant objects of plowing is 1 
to loosen up the soil for aeration. 

Considerable evidence has been ac- ' 
cumulated during recent years to show i 
that during the growth of the plant ] 
certain unknown organic substances 
are given off which, when they agen- * 
mulate in the soil to any extent, are 
harmful to tho further growth of plants , 
of the kind that produced them. It is , 
possible that some of the benefits 
known to arise from systematic crop 
rotation may be explained on this ba- 
sis. These harmful substances seem 
to be disposed of rapidly by certain 
soils, usually those in which organic 
matter is readily converted into humus. 

In connection with the study of these 
poisonous orpnic products it has been 
found that tney may be destroyed or 
at least rendered harmless in a variety 
of ways. Barnyard manure or decay- 
> Ing organic matter, such as a green 
crop of rye or cowpeas, turned under 
has a very marked effect In freeing the 
soil from them. Almost oil of the com- 
mon commercial fertilizing materials 
act more or less in the same way. 
Thorough and complete airing of the 
soil by. plowing and thecough surfwee 
tillage will often destroy or overcome 
thAc poisonous substances. When the 
same crop is not grown oftener than 
every threo or four ywrs on the same 
land the injurious substances a crop 
throws off seem to have time to disap- 
pear before the same crop is grown 
again; hence the benefit from crop ro- 
tation. When the soil is well supplie 1 
with humus there is seldom any trou- 
ble from this source, and the same crop 
may be grown year,after year with 
goc^ yields, though continuous culti- 
vation of tho same crop may invito in- 
jury from certain insects and fungous 
dUeases which live over in the soli or 
in the remains of tho crop. 

Improper methods of tillage odd very 
greatly to tho evil effects that result 
from lack of humus. In many parts 
of the country the land is plowed only 
three or four luclies deep. In most 
cases work done in subsoiling Is prac- 
tically wasted, and it Is doubtful if it 
ever pays. A much better method is 
to plow a little deeper each year until 
a depth of eight or ten inches is reach- 
ed. This gives a deep layer of good 
soli, particularly if the supply of humus 
is kept up. 

When new soil or that which has 
lain undisturbed for several years is 
broken up it is always best to plow 
deep from the beginning, for the deep 
er layers will be about as fertile ns 
any, except the top inch or two. It is 
wise, too, never to plow the same 
depth twice in succession. In general, 
fall plowing should be from seven to 
nine or tun Inches and spring plowing 
from five to seven inches deep. There 
are special cases In which these rules 
do not apply. | 

We plow the soil in order to loosen 
up Its texture and get air into it; also 
to turn under stubble, manure, etc., to 
I make humus. Killing weeds is another 
object accomplished by plowing. After 
a soil has lieen thoroughly pulverised 
to groat depths, so that there is no dan- 
ger of turning up pocko«l clay, the 
dee|>er the plowing the bettor tho crops. 
But the cost also increases with depth, 
so that ordinarily It does not pay to 
plow more than about ten inches deep. 

Borne crops prefer rather a loose seed 
bed. Other crops, such ua wheat ond 
alfalfa, prefer n fairly compact seed 
be«I; hence frequent harrowing and 
rolling after plowing is good practice 
before seeding to tlicse crops. Never- 
theless It pays to plow the land for 
them, even If we have to compact it 
tgalu before seeding. 

Sandy soils are usually not injured 
by handling when wet, but the case Is 
different with clay soils. The effect 
produced by working clay soils wet Is 
I known ns puddling. The proper time 
to (ilow land Is when It is just moist 
enough to break up mellow, neither 
wet cuough to leave a slick surface 
I where riibbetl by the moldboard nor 
I dry enough to break up In large clo<ls. 

^ If continued rain follows wet plowing 
I little harm follows, but hot, dry winds 
would soon leave only a mass of tin- 
nmnagcnble cKhIs. In spring and mid- 
summer plowing particularly It Is of 
the utmost imimrtnncc to run the har- 
row Immediately after the plow. This 
prevents the formation of cUkIs. In 
I late fall plowing the clods are no dls-

My Dear Sir: 

I beg leave to acknowledge 
yours without date, written on 
the back of my letter to Capt. 
Prater. Your note contains a 
very curt, yet comprehensive, 
communication, for which allow 
me to thank you on account of its 
unmistakable frankness. 

1 am sure that quite a large 
number of people have been mis- 
led by the slogan, “County 
Unit." Never in my life did I 
advocate the sale of liquor, nor 
did I ever vote for the sale of 
liquor in any local option contest 
or election, but on the contrary 
I have consistently advocated lo- 
cal control of the* whisky ques- 
tion and in my position against 
what was termed the “County 
Unit Bill” I did not deviate from 
the course I have always pursued 
towards that question and which 
I hope to’be able at all times to 
follow on every public question 
that may arise. 

I believe that political ques- 
tions should be plainly, simply 
and honestly stated, so that the 
name or term will not deceive or 
mislead the people. This was 
not done in the case of what has 
been termed the “County Upit 
Bill.»^ ' 

By the use of the term “Coun- 
ty Unit” the people were led to 
believe that it meant that the 
county was to be the unit; that is 
to say, that if a majority of the 
people of the county should vote 
dry, then the whole of the coun- 
ty should be dry, and if on the 
other hand a majority of the peo- 
ple of a county should vote wet, 
then the whole county should be 
wet, subject however to high li- 
cense and strict police control. 
This was not the bill that you 
say now I ought to have support- 
ed. The bill that was passed 
and whieh I was against is call- 
ed the “County Unit Bill,” but 
it does not make the county the 
unit, for under that bill the peo- 
of the county do not have con- 
trol of the question completely. 
To illustrate, suppose that every 
voter in Magoffin county should 
want to vote whi^y into that 
county and at aC election say 



T here is a vast difference in 
the natural fertility fft aolls. 
Some do not produce well from 
the start unless spectnl atten- 
tion is given to making them produc- 
tive, others produce large crops for a 
short time and then rapidly diminish 
in fertility, while o^ers, known as 
strong soils, remain productive for 
many years without attention to their 
fertility. But even the strongest soils 
will wear oht in tlino unless they are 
intelligently managed. 

Plants In their growth make uso of 
thirteen chemical elements, nine of 
which they secure directly from the 
soil. The.se are called tho mineral 
plant foods. They are phosphorus, po- 
tassium, calcium, miigncslum, sodium, 
iron, silicon, chlorine and sulphur. 

The growing plant re<|ulrcs four oth- 
er elemeuts. ns follows: Hydrogen, 
which It secures from water; oxygeu, 
■which It 'secures partly from , water 
nod partly from the air; carbon, which 
is secured from carbonic acid gas la 
the air, and nitrogen. 

Nitrogen Is In many respects the 
most Important of all the plant food 
dements. It Is not found In apprecia- 
ble quantities In the rock particles of 
tlio soil. UrdInary plants depend for 
their nitrogen entirely on decoying or- 
ganic mailer.

Nitrogen Is therefore nsuiilly tlie first 
«lemcnt to liecuuie exhausted. 

Fostunntely there are certain species 
of bacteria that enii use atmospheric 
nltrogeu, of which there Is an inex- 
baustlblo supply. One family of 
plants, the legumes, fans learned to ex- 
ebango work with these bacteria, and 
these plants are thus easily supplied 
with an abundance of nitrogen In a 
form they can use. When these nltro- 
fen fixing biielerla are present In a 
soil on wliU'li II leguminous crop Is 
growing the hncterlii lurndo the roots 
of the legmnu slid live there. Tbets 
presence Is nsnnity rondo manifest by 
swellings— the ■<> called tiibcrdlcs— on 
the routs of thrifty plants of clover, 
alfalfa, beaus, |>cas iinU other Aegumea. 

Ttie tis.siies of Icginulnotis plants be- 
come very rieli In nitrogenous com- 
pounds, and when they dc«-ay In the 
■oil they set free large amounts of ni- 
trates for tho use of crojis. 

The culllvnllun of legnininotis crops 
Is one of tho most important and eco- 
noiuicnl means of muintnining a sup- 
ply of ultrugenoiis plant fond In the 
soil. Nitrates may of course be sup- 
plied iu commercial ferllllzerH, but fer- 
tilizers containing nitrngou are very 
expensive, ami It iisnally pays better 
to supply nitrugen by growing legumes 
or by the nppliciillnn of stable ninmire, 
which U rich in ullmgen when proper- 
ly handled. In good farm pnictice 
both stable ninmiru nud leguminous 
cro|Ni are used ns sources of nitrogen. 

In order tu pivMliu-c n tun of dry bay 
>00 an acre of land It Is ncccHsiiry that 
ithe growing grass pump up from that 
iscre hppruxinmtcly 500 tons of water. 

■Tho soli immt not only lie In eondition 
Uo absorb and linld water well, but It 
Snust be porous enough to penult wa- 
fer to flow freely from soil grain to 
soli grain. The presnneo of largo qtiun- 
lltles of decaying organic matter (hit- 
■JUS) adds enormously to tho water 
holding riipacity of the soil. Not only 
' that, but the ihrinkagu of the jiartlclcs 
of decaying organic innitor and the 
consequent loosening of soil grains 
keep (ho soil ujicn and |Kiruus.

York, Planned and Operated by 
the School of Physical 
Education.

Chautauqua Lake Southern contln- 
Steamboat. gent Is particular- 
ly strong. 

“Chautauqua" Is the name of five 
towns In the states of Illinois, Kansas, 
New York, Texas and Washington. 
In two Instances the county bears the 
same name. About five hundred com- 
munities In cottages or tents are 
called "Chautauqua,” besldea the alto- 
gether Improper use of the word as 
applied to series of Indoor meetings. 
The name Is derived from an Indian 
phrase, the latest Interpretation of 
which is that It refers to the mus- 
callonge, for which the lake to the 
southwest of Buffalo, New York, Is 
Btlll famous, and that It means "the 
place where the fish was taken out.” 
However that may be, the name would 
have been as local as Mankato bad It 
not been for the activities set going 
In 1874 by Lewis Miller and Bishop 
John H. Vincent. But the fame of 
this place has encircled the world. 

Two Southern states, Kentucky and 
Texas, send more than a thousand per- 
sons each to Chautauqua every sum- 
mer. Six Southern states contribute 
more than 600 persons each to the 
summer population of this unique com- 
muj^ity In western New York. Bar- 
ring one-‘day visitors, there are as 
many Southerners as New Yorkers at 
Chautauqua every year. 

What Is the force that draws so 
large a number from this distance to 
a single locality? The cosmopolitan 
character of the attendance may have 
some influence. There are about 
as many Canadians as Virginians 
at Chautauqua, and always a 
sprinkling of foreigners from abroad, 
some of them distinguished par- 
sons. Southerners are not inaen- 
slble of the mutual advantages of such 
Msoclatlon. The tendency of birds of 
a feather to "flock together," also, 
may be effective to some degree. 
Many Southerners doubtless go bo- 
dhuse so many others go.

'longe. One man caught 114 bass lo 
Chautauqua Lake during a recent 
season, the largest of which weighed 
five pounds. In addition to a amaller 
number of muscallonge. Thirty-four 
was the largest number of the latter 
taken by one man, five of these being 
captured In one day. 

A little over fifty pounds Is the ex- 
treme weight recorded of the Chau- 
tauqua Lake inuacallonge, though a 
slightly different and less active vari- 
ety In the Great Lakes attains a 
larger size. Any less than twenty- 
four Inches long Is a baby still, under 
ipoclal protection of the law, and If 
caught must be gently dropped over- 
board again as soon as possible 
Whoever hooks a good sized muscal- 
longe has fun before him; and there 
are cases where more than an hour Is 
required to suhduo the fish. The 
Chautauqua Lake muscallonge Is 
worthy of any fisherman's mettle.
